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TV chefs restaurant 


had £211,000 debts 


A TELEVISION chef’s 
restaurant went into 
liquidation with debts of 
more than £211,000, it 
has been revealed. 

Steven Saunders put his 
Newmarket business into 
voluntary liquidation earli¬ 
er this month. 

But a former business associate, 
Grazyna Jakubowska-Young, said 
she did not know the restaurant - 
called Steven Saunders at New¬ 
market - had been sold until she 
saw an article in the News. 

Mrs Jakubowska-Young, who 
had a minority share in the Crown 
Walk eaterie just off the town’s 
High Street, has employed

solicitors to claim around £10,000 
she says she is owed from the 
business. 

But a report prepared by the 
liquidator shows the business has 
“nil” assets. The report, by Vantis 
Business Recovery Services, shows 
it owed trade suppliers more than 
£30,000. The Inland Revenue was 
owed £35,537 in national insurance 
and employee tax contributions. 

A further £45,000 was owed to 
Customs and Excise. 

A “statement of affairs” also 
shows it owes £100,000 to Mr 
Saunders for cash he put into the 
business by way of a loan. 

The report, by liquidator Peter 


Hollis, said: “Unfortunately an org¬ 
anic food restaurant was not 
received well in the Newmarket 
area and the company traded 
below its break-even margin for a 
number of months, with costs of 
running the business being much 
greater than that of actual 
income.” 

Mrs Jakubowska-Young, who 
lives in Granby Gardens, New¬ 
market, said she had a nervous 
breakdown after leaving the 
business a year ago. 

She said: “I knew the restaurant 
was in trouble when a bailiff arr¬ 
ived in December 2006 demanding 
in the region of £9,000 for unpaid 
PAYE. What I couldn’t understand 
was why, when PAYE deductions 
had been taken from all 
employees.” 


Mrs Jakubowska-Young, 44, 
added: “It was getting worse, staff 
pay cheques were being returned 
unpaid and he pulls up outside in a 
brand new Aston Martin - the man 
has no shame.” 

Other restaurants run by Mr 
Saunders, Sheene Mill and the 
Pink Geranium at Melbourn, near 
Royston, both ran into problems 
and administrators had to be 
called in. 

Sheene Mill’s collapse, in 2006, 
was blamed on the “difficult” 
divorce between Mr Saunders and 
his wife Sally At around the same 
time Mr Saunders was at the 
centre of a court case which 
resulted in an obsessed divorcee, 
Dawn Shadrack, being convicted of 
harassing him.

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Plastic bag banning 
days are numbered 


PLASTIC bags will be 
banned from all shops in 
Newmarket on three days 
this year. 

Major supermarkets are backing 
the campaign, headed by the town’s 
deputy mayor Councillor Chris 
Turner, to cut down on the environ¬ 
mental pollution caused by free dis¬ 
posable bags. 

Original plans for a “Love Your 
Planet” plastic bag ban day in New¬ 
market today had to be postponed 
because funding for the cost of re- 
useable bags and a High Street 
banner advertising the event was 
not guaranteed. 

Now Cllr Turner, who chairs the 
ReNew group promoting the cam¬ 
paign, has announced three days 
when it is hoped that no free plastic 
carrier bags will be given out at 
shops in the town. 

His original aim was to follow the 
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lead of the town of Modbury in 
Devon which last year claimed to be 
the first in Europe to ban all plastic 
bags. 

The first ban day will be on April 
1 and the second will by May 1 - the 
first anniversary of Modbury’s “no 
plastic bags” declaration. The third 
will be on June 1 which will 
celebrate the town’s status as the 
first in Suffolk to ban plastic bags. 

The town’s Waitrose and Tesco 
supermarkets will be backing the 
campaign and will be giving out free 
“bags for life” on the days instead of 
the usual free disposable bags. 

Funding for the campaign has 
now reached £5,000 with £1,000 from 
the town council, a further £1,000 
from county councillor Bill Sadler’s 
locality budget, £2,000 from council 


contractor Viridor waste manage¬ 
ment and £1,000 from mobile phone 
network 02. 

Friends of the Earth and Forest 
Heath District Council are also 
backing the campaign. 

Cllr Turner has visited shops in 
the town asking them to support the 
campaign throughout the year by 
not giving away plastic bags unless 
a customer asks for one. Shoppers 
are also being encouraged to re-use 
bags. 

He said he had already noticed 
that more shoppers were re-using 
bags. 

He has also appealed for sponsors 
to help pay for the advertising 
banner. Anyone interested in back¬

NEWLY reformed chart 
toppers Boyzone will close 
this summer’s series of 
concerts at Newmarket 
racecourse. 

The Irish boyband who got 
back together after 
performing on the BBC 
Children in Need appeal in 
November have been 
signed up for August 15, 
the final night of the 
Newmarket Nights of pop 
shows after Friday night 
race meetings. 

Stephen Wallis, managing 
director of Newmarket 
Racecourses, said: “We are 


thrilled to be part of 
Boyzone’s return after a 
seven-year absence. They 
are a huge draw and likely 
to sell out very quickly.” 

The announcement follows 
the withdrawal of UB40 
after lead singer Ali 
Campbell’s split from the 
band in January. The 
concert was due to be held 
on Friday, July 18. 

Mr Wallis said: “We would 
like to apologise for any 
inconvenience this may 
have caused our customers 
and trust they understand 
the cancellation was due to 


matters beyond our 
control.” 

He said refunds were 
processed automatically on 
Friday, and people who had 
already booked tickets did 
not need to contact the 
racecourse. Negotiations 
are under way with music 
agents to find an alternative 
act. 

The cancellation means that 
so far only two acts, in 
addition to Boyzone, are 
confirmed for the series of 
seven concerts at 
Newmarket’s July 
Racecourse. They are 


Canadian rocker Bryan 
Adams on Friday, June 20, 
and James Morrison on 
Friday, July 25. 

Jools Holland has been a 
regular at the racecourse for 
more than 10 years but his 
appearance, with his 
Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra, is so far 
unconfirmed.

A MESSAGE from Sir 
Paul McCartney was 
among tributes paid to 
talented young musician 
James Fisher at a service 
celebrating his life on 
Tuesday. 

St Mary’s Church at New¬ 
market was packed with friends 
and fellow students from 
Bottisham Village College to 
remember James, 15, who was 
found dead after going missing 
from his home. 

Sir Paul’s most recent single 
Dance Tonight was among a 
selection of James’s favourite 
music played at the service. 

The Rev Graham Locking, 
chaplain to the horseracing 
industry, who conducted the 
service, said a friend of James’s 
parents works for Sir Paul and 
had showed him the selection of 
music they intended to play - 
which included tracks by Lynyrd

Skynyrd, Warren Zevon, John 
Lee Hooker and Jimi Hendrix. 

Sir Paul said: “James must’ve 
been a pretty groovy guy to like 
that sort of music.” 

And he sent a personal tribute: 
“Rock on James. Dance Tonight 
my boy.” 


Another top pop musician, 
Chris Difford, a former member 
of Squeeze, recorded a special 
version of one of his songs as a 
tribute which was played at the 
service. 

He said: “How cruel life can be 
to take someone so young from 
this beautiful day.” 

A piano solo recording of 
James playing Fats Waller’s 
Ain’t Misbehavin’ was also 
played at the service and fellow 
students from the village college 
performed the Jimi Hendrix hit 
All Along the Watchtower to 
conclude the service. 

Other students gave personal 
tributes and spoke about his 
jokes at the back of the school 
bus. 

Mr Locking said: “James lived 
for his music. His music will live 
as he lived through his music. 

“James was happy. He had 
found a place in his life after 
some struggle. He had reached a 
point where people had recog¬ 
nised his talent, although he was 
never satisfied with his own 
performance.” 


Many of the people at the 
service dressed in red, black and 
white - the colours favoured by 
his favourite band, American 
duo The White Stripes. 

His funeral was held at Bury 
St Edmunds Crematorium for 
family and close friends before 
the service in Newmarket. 

Donations at the service were 
collected for the National 
Foundation for Youth Music. 

The youngster, who played 
guitar as well as piano, went 
missing from his home at 
Silverley, Ashley, near New¬ 
market, on Thursday, January 
31. His parents Tony and 
Claudia, former fund-raising 
head for Newmarket-based 
charity Racing Welfare, alerted 
police because they were 
concerned for his safety. 

James’s body was found on a 
remote track about two miles 
away on Saturday, February 2. 

Tests are still being carried out 
to establish how he died. An 
inquest will be held at a later 
date. 


Man mown 
run over by 
own vehicle 

A MAN had to be resuscitated by 
paramedics and a doctor after being run 
over by his own vehicle. 

The 42 year old is believed to have 
suffered a cardiac arrest after his leg was 
trapped under the wheel arch of Chrysler 
Grand Voyager people carrier. 

It is thought he had just parked the 
blue vehicle in Newnham Close, 
Mildenhall, when it rolled over him. 

The actual circumstances of the 
accident are a mystery and Suffolk police 
have appealed for anyone who was in the 
area just after 4.30pm on Monday to come 
forward. 

The Cambridgeshire police helicopter 
flew in with a specialist doctor to help 
treat the stricken motorist. 

The doctor happened to be with the 
Cambridgeshire helicopter unit at Wyton 
at the time and they flew to the scene in 
just 14 minutes. 

The doctor accompanied the injured 
man in a road ambulance to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital where his condition 
was said to be critical. 

Suffolk police have launched a collision 
investigation and anyone with

Phone mast 
sparks anger 

AN MP has blasted the sudden appear¬ 
ance of a mobile phone mast outside a 
senior school - and near a hospital. 

Councillors say the 30ft light-grey post 
has appeared in Exning Road, New¬ 
market, without any apparent consult¬ 
ation. It is outside Newmarket College, 
next to the leisure centre, and across the 
road from the hospital. 

A notice on the post states it is part of 
the O 2 mobile phone network. 

Richard Spring, Newmarket’s MP, who 
has supported campaigns against mobile 
phone masts in residential areas, said: 
“This is absolutely against everything 
the guidelines are meant to prevent. It’s a 
disgrace and I want an explanation from 
whoever authorised it.” 

Stephen Dart, the head of the school, 
which has more than 600 pupils aged 13 to 
18, said he was surprised to see the mast. 

School governors discussed the issue a 
year ago but nothing had been heard 
from O 2 or the county council since then. 

“I have certainly got concerns about 
it,” he said. “It is Suffolk County Council 
policy not to have masts on school 
property and this is only just outside.” 

Cllr Bill Burch, the current mayor, 
said: “It’s a terrible-looking thing. We 
have never had any correspondence 
about it and I’m going to try to find out 
from Suffolk County Council if they 
agreed it could go there.” 

A spokeswoman for Oo said: “We 
cannot put anything up without consent. 
Even if it is being done under a general 
permitted development order we have to 
inform the local planning authority”

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Shot in the arm 
for health care 


APPROVAL for extra 
hospital beds and the 
development of new 
teams to care for 
patients at home has 
been hailed as 
“tremendous news.” 

An announcement by 
Health Secretary Alan 
Johnson has confirmed 
the plans for Newmarket 
Hospital which have been 
on hold for nearly a year 
An Independent Review 
Panel was called in to 
submit a report to him on 
Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust’s proposals for 
health services in the 
west of the county 
The Newmarket plans 
were linked to controver¬ 
sial proposals for the 
closure of two old 
hospitals in Sudbury The 
whole plan was referred 


to the Secretary of State 
by Suffolk’s health 
scrutiny committee after 
protests against the 
Sudbury closure. 

The panel’s recommen¬ 
dations for the closure of 
the Sudbury hospitals - 
and the development of a 
new facility there - has 
been accepted. 

Mr Johnson’s decision 
now means that the PCT 
can press ahead with the 
plans to develop 
Newmarket Hospital. 

Eight additional beds 
have already been 
provided at Newmarket as 
a temporary measure to 
combat infections like 
MRSA and the vomiting 
virus. They will now be 
confirmed as permanent 
bringing the total number 
of beds at the hospital up 
to 14. 

Mr Spring said: “I have 


been pressing for a 
response (from the health 
secretary) and this now 
means that the future of 
the hospital is assured. 

“I’m grateful for the 
support shown by the 
News for the campaign 
which has now paid off.” 

Carole Taylor-Brown, 
chief executive of the 
PCT, said extra staff 
taken on to run the 
additional beds would 
now have their positions 
confirmed and local 
health care teams would 
be established to care for 
people in their own 
homes based at New¬ 
market, Sudbury and 
Bury St Edmunds. 

She said the additional 
beds at Newmarket would 
take pressure off Adden- 
brooke’s and West Suffolk 
Hospital. 


Cycle park upgrade looks on track 


A POPULAR cycle park is to be 
revamped after funding of £30,000 was 
allocated. 

Newmarket Community Partnership 
obtained funding from the East of 
England Development Agency’s Action 
for Market Towns quality of place fund. 

Youngsters who use the track, on the 
town’s Studlands Park estate, have been 
working towards the revamp. The 
young teens, students at Newmarket 


College, will work with professional 
track builders to design a unique cir¬ 
cuit to attract riders from surrounding 
areas. 

It will go alongside a planned youth 
shelter and a container for equipment. 

Work on the track is expected to start 
next month and more details will be 
given on the partnership’s website,

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Crash victim’s father calls for tougher laws 


THE father of a motorcyclist has 
slammed the justice system after the 
motorist who killed his son walked 
free from court with a fine and 
points on his licence. 

Gary Blake’s son Darren, 33, was 
critically injured in July after he 
was involved in a collision with a 
Toyota Prius, driven by William 
Parsons, at the Eagle Lane junction 
outside Dullingham. 

Incredibly, Darren survived the 
crash and even left hospital, only to 
collapse and die as a result of his 
injuries three months later. 

Parsons, 46, of Cowlinge Road, 
Newmarket, appeared at Ely Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday, where he 


pleaded guilty to careless driving. 
He was fined £1,500 and had eight 
penalty points added to his licence. 

Gary Blake, 61, said: “It is not 
enough -1 thought he would at least 
lose his licence for a year. They 
should toughen up the law. People 
doing these things are getting away 
with a slap on the wrist. 

“However, I wasn’t really expect¬ 
ing much of a punishment - I 
thought he might just get some 
points on his licence, which is what 
happened.” 

The court heard how Mr Blake 
was driving home along the B1061 
from work at Dullingham garage on 
July 20 when the crash took place. 


Matthew Bradbury, prosecuting, 
said Parsons was attempting to 
cross the junction to Stetchworth 
when he failed to see the motor¬ 
cyclist approaching from his right. 

Parsons later told police that he 
only saw the motorcyclist when he 
was right on top of him. 

Witnesses reported that Mr Blake, 
of Manderston Road, Newmarket, 
was travelling at about 50mph and, 
as a result of the impact his crash 
helmet came off and ended up 30 
metres away 

He sustained serious head injur¬ 
ies as he hit the car’s windscreen as 
well as a broken leg and shoulder. 
However, after six weeks in the 


neurocritical care unit at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, and 
two weeks on a rehabilitation ward, 
he was allowed home. But he 
collapsed on October 17 and para¬ 
medics were unable to save him. 

At the hearing, Parsons expressed 
great remorse for the accident, but 
said he considered himself a careful 
driver. 

Chief magistrate Bryant Watson 
said: “We feel this is at the high end 
of careless driving. Driving condit¬ 
ions were good and the motorcyclist 
was not doing a speed that was 
excessive. I am sure you feel great 
remorse given the fatality in this 
case.”

Distress over ‘death 


wish’ sent to priest 


A PRIEST recovering 
from cancer has receiv¬ 
ed a “death wish” letter 
in the latest twist in a 
heated planning row. 

The Rev Michael Griffin 
was sent the anonymous 
letter after a metal container 
at the centre of the dispute 
was removed from the 
Catholic Church site in New¬ 
market. 

The container had been the 
subject of a campaign by 
residents who said it was an 
eyesore and asked for it to be 
moved. 

Council planners refused 
permission for the container 
to stay on the site where 
housing, including accommo¬ 
dation for the parish priest, is 
due to be built.

The letter, received after 
the container was taken 
away earlier this month, said: 
“When your surgery fails 
maybe we’ll get someone who 
cares about Newmarket.” 

The Rev Martin Hardy, 
assistant priest, said Fr 
Michael, who is recovering 
from an operation for bowel 
cancer, had found the letter 
very distressing. 

Fr Martin said: “He is an 
ordinary human being who 
has a life-threatening disease 
and this letter was most 
unwelcome.” 

Father Martin said the 
threat had not been reported 
to the police. 

“The letter was just a 


computer print-out and it 
would be difficult to prove 
who had sent it,” he said. 
“Father Michael didn’t feel 
up to taking it any further.” 

A barrage of abusive 
anonymous phone calls had 
also been made to the church 
office. 

But Fr Martin said the 
church hoped to work with 
neighbours over plans to 
develop the site, in Exeter 
Road, for housing. 

Plans are being considered 
by the Catholic diocese 
before a formal planning 
application is submitted. 

Fr Martin said he hoped 
that building work would 
start later this year. He said 
no-one had spoken to the 
church about the container 
last year when residents 


were asking for it to be 
moved. 

He added: “It is regrettable 
and perhaps things could 
have moved quicker. But we 
have now moved the cont¬ 
ainer without having a letter 
from Forest Heath District 
Council, as planning auth¬ 
ority, telling us to do so.” 

Richard Rigby, of Exeter 
Road, one of the residents 
who campaigned for the con¬ 
tainer to go, said, when told 
of the anonymous letter said: 
“That’s disgusting. I’m sorry 
to hear that. 

“In fact I asked for my 
regards to be passed on to Fr 
Michael when I heard he was 
ill. I can’t believe any of the 
people round here would 
have done that.” 


New travel voucher scheme to help with transport 


A SCHEME is being launched to 
provide transport for people with 
disabilities. 

The scheme, which is to be brought 
in from April 1, provides vouchers 
worth up £80 which can be spent with 
local taxi companies. 

Applicants who join the scheme will 
have to give up their right to a free bus 
pass. The Suffolk Concessionary 


Travel Voucher Scheme is being 
introduced in Forest Heath, which 
includes Newmarket and Mildenhall. 

The vouchers are valid anywhere in 
Suffolk and can be used with Forest 
Heath taxi companies M and L Taxis, 
NewTax and Style Cars. 

To qualify for vouchers people need 
to be aged 60 or over, severely 
disabled, or live in a remote area with 


a very limited bus service. 

If applying on the grounds of 
remoteness they also need to have 
lived at their present address for at 
least five years.

Restaurant owner 
withdraws appeal 


A RESTAURANT owner has 
dropped his appeal against a 
council noise abatement 
notice. 

Jim O’Neill, owner of 
Kings Restaurant in New¬ 
market, had appealed 
against a notice served by 
Forest Heath District 
Council following com¬ 
plaints about the noise of 
music from the premises 
just off the High Street. 

But he withdrew the 
appeal before a scheduled 
hearing was due to be held 
before magistrates on 
Friday. 

Kings, formerly the Marl¬ 
borough Club, has a history 
dating back to the reign of 
King James I, although the 


building is much more 
recent. 

The restaurant has been 
closed since July when the 
council served a noise 
abatement notice. 

The council subsequently 
agreed to grant licences in 
October with restrictions 
aimed at tackling the noise 
problem. But the building is 
currently on sale for 
£1.25 million. 

It was previously used as 
a magistrates’ court and was 
an operations centre during 
the Second World War. 

It was sold in 1949 when it 
became a members-only 
club used by a number of 
figures involved in the 
horseracing industry.

Drink-related 
deaths rising 

DRINK-related deaths have soared 
in the past four years, according 
to figures obtained by an MP. 

The figures, from the Office for 
National Statistics, show that in 
2006 there were 70 alcohol-related 
deaths in Suffolk - a rise of 22 or 
45.8 per cent on the figures for 
2002. 

The rise is more than double the 
percentage rate for the East of 
England where there was a 21.9 
per cent rise from 456 to 556. 

Mr Spring said: “The tragic cost 
of excessive drinking is putting a 
huge burden on our NHS. It is 
causing massive additional 
pressure on our local hospitals 
and emergency services. 

“The Government needs to stop 
thinking in the short term, make 
public health a priority and 
produce some serious solutions to 
tackle this growing problem.”

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Fallon’s 
bid to get 
ban lifted 
is refused

CHAMPION jockey 
Kieren Fallon has 
failed to have his 
worldwide racing ban 
reduced by French 
racing authorities. 

The six-times champion 
jockey tested positive for a 
banned substance at Deau¬ 
ville last August and was 
given an 18-month sus¬ 
pension in January. 

But the 42-year-old Irish¬ 
man had appealed against 
the severity of the punish¬ 
ment. 

Fallon’s French agent 
Herve Naggar said: “The 
ban has been confirmed 
after appeal. It is a world¬ 
wide ban that finishes on 
August 8, 2009.” 

The Irishman still re¬ 
mains keen to return to 
riding in races when the ban 
comes to an end. 

He said: “It would have 
made a big difference to 
return to race-riding at the 
beginning of the season 
next year, rather than 
midway through it. But at 
least the uncertainty is over. 

“There have been many 
jockeys come back from far 
worse situations than this. 

“I really do believe I can 
come back a stronger per¬ 
son.” 

He confirmed he is to link 
up with former boss Sir 
Michael Stoute in New¬ 
market again as a work 
rider. 

He is expected to help 
exercise some of the top 
horses from the stable and 
help with their preparation 
for major races until he gets 
his licence back. 

The jockey told The 
Racing Post : “I really like 
Newmarket and I loved 
being at Stoutey’s. 

“I had some of my best 
times there and really 
enjoyed working there.” 

He said he was aiming to 
get his life back together 
and was thinking of spend¬ 
ing some time in the USA. 

He was previously stable

jockey for Sir Michael for 
five years from 2000. 

Since the split, he has 
ridden for Irish trainer 
Aidan O’Brien. But his place 
at O’Brien’s Ballydoyle oper¬ 
ation has been taken by 
Johnny Murtagh this year. 

■ In the same week Fallon 
was due in court charged 
with a motoring offence. 

But he did not appear 
before magistrates at Ely. He 
explained his reasons for 
not turning up through his 
lawyers. 

The magistrates set a date 
for a full hearing of a speed¬ 
ing case against him. 

The jockey had previously 
indicated, through his 
solicitor, that he denied 
breaking the 30mph limit in 
Milton Road, Cambridge, on 
May 16 last year. 

Fallon, 42, whose address 
was given as The Severals, 
Newmarket, has also denied 
failing to give details of the 
person alleged to have been 
driving the car at the time of 
the offence. 

His car is alleged to have 
been travelling at 40mph. The 
case is due to be heard on 
March 27. 

Fallon’s latest brush with 
the law has come just weeks 
after he and five other men 
were cleared of involvement 
in a race-fixing conspiracy. 

The case at the Old Bailey 
was halted on the direction 
of the judge after two 
months.

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Emergency firefighters Concern 

‘are abused by public’

FIREFIGHTERS in 
the county are top of 
the league for public 
abuse. 

Officers attending 
emergency incidents have 
been spat at and abused. 

Figures released this 
week show that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is top of the 
East of England league of 
shame when it comes to 
being mistreated by the 
public. 

Union leaders have 
warned that attacks on 
firefighters attending 
emergency calls could 
end in tragedy. 

The Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) revealed 
there were 40 attacks on 
fire crews answering 999 
calls in the UK every 
week and Cambridgeshire 
is the worst county in the 
region for attacks on fire 
crews. 

Although the region 
has seen a fall in the 
number of recorded 
attacks on fire crews, 
union leaders say sig¬ 
nificant under-reporting 
could be masking a much 
higher number of attacks, 
including intimidation

and abuse. There were 43 
recorded attacks on fire 
crews in the East of 
England in 2006-07, down 
from 56 the previous year. 

From 2005-07 there was 
a total of 44 attacks in 
Cambridgeshire. 

In Hertfordshire there 
were just two attacks 
reported with eight in 
Bedfordshire, 34 in Essex, 
four in Norfolk and seven 
in Suffolk. 

In some areas abuse, 
threats and intimidation 
are so frequent they are 
no longer reported, 
according to the union. 

Fire crews report being 
threatened and intim¬ 
idated. 

Some were even pelted 
with bricks and bottles 
and were petrol-bombed 
as they fight fires across 
the UK. Other incidents 
include ambushes, booby 
traps and being attacked 
with lumps of wood and 
knives. 

FBU regional secretary 
Adrian Clarke said: 
“These figures alone 


would be cause for con¬ 
cern, but we know that 
incidents of intimidation, 
threats and abuse are 
simply not being re¬ 
ported. 

“These attacks are a 
cause of concern. 

“It is almost beyond 
belief that fire crews are 
attacked and abused 
while fighting fires and 
trying to save lives. Yet in 
some areas attacking fire 
crews has become a 
recreational activity with 
very serious conse¬ 
quences. 


“It cannot be part of 
anyone’s job to face abuse, 
threats or attacks. It 
cannot be the job of an 
emergency fire control 
worker to face abuse 
while trying to help those 
who call 999. 

“While fire crews and 
appliances are the direct 
targets the victims are 
those who live in these 
communities. A delay 
getting to a 999 incident 
can result in death or 
serious injury. 

“The consequences can 
be grave for the fire crews 


and emergency fire 
control staff involved. 

“Physical injury is an 
obvious danger, but the 
threat of attack or per¬ 
sistent verbal abuse can 
demoralise, cause anxiety 
and increase stress.” 

Paul Clarke, brigade 
secretary for Cambridge¬ 
shire FBU, said: “It’s not 
unusual for crews to en¬ 
counter abuse. We have 
had firefighters hit with 
stones and engines pelted 
with objects after call 
outs. 

“What often happens is 
groups of youths set fires 
with the intention of lur¬ 
ing crews out and attack 
them when they arrive. 

“Firefighters are lured 
down alleyways into 
positions where they are 
at risk. 

“People leave cylinders 
in cars which are then set 
alight so they explode as 
our crews arrive. 

“That has left at least 
one firefighter injured in 
Cambridgeshire and 
these types of incidents 
have the potential to lead 
to a loss of life if they are 
allowed to continue.” 


THE number of people from 
Cambridgeshire killed or 
injured in house fires has risen 
in the last year, according to 
an investigation. 

The Audit Commission report 
shows the number of deaths in 
Cambridgeshire has risen from 
zero to four from April 2006 
and March 2007. 

Graham Stagg, chief fire 
officer, said the deaths, all 
from the Peterborough area, 
were worrying. 

He said: “Although this is still 
a very low number compared 
to some fire authority areas, 
any fire death is of great 
concern.” 

The number of commercial 
fires had increased from 348 
to 375 in the same period and 
the number of people who 
have been injured has more 
than doubled from 21 to 44. 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service were 
commended as “improving 
adequately” in other 
performance areas, including 
reducing the number of 
accidental fires in the home. 
The number of fires the service 
confined to rooms of origin 
was up to almost 95 per cent.

Police action set to target 
towns’ underage drinkers 


POLICE are seizing 
alcoholic drinks from 
youngsters as part of a 
campaign to tackle 
under-age drinking. 

The crackdown on 
street drinking and 
disorder started on 
Friday, February 8, and 
runs to Sunday, Feb¬ 
ruary 24. 

It will target trouble 
spots across Suffolk 
including Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Haver¬ 
hill. 

Police officers and 
police community sup¬ 
port officers have the 
power to confiscate 
drink and carry out 
“litmus-style” tests on 
any drinks they suspect 
may contain alcohol. 

Officers hope the 
campaign will help to 
reduce crime and anti¬ 


social behaviour such 
as vandalism, graffiti 
and assaults. 

Areas near New¬ 
market High Street 
have been highlighted 
as “grot spots” being 
blighted by continued 
problems from young 
street drinkers hanging 
around, painting graff¬ 
iti and causing damage. 

Similar problems 
have been reported in 
parts of Haverhill and 
Mildenhall.

SOME of finest stallions in 
the country were paraded 
in front of buyers at the 
start of the first major 
racehorse sale of the year 
at Newmarket.

More than 200 other horses 


went on sale at Tattersalls sales 
ring in Newmarket.

Second bid for

The council’s planning 
officials previously in¬ 
dicated that the scheme 
should be rejected be¬ 
cause it was against the 
policy to protect land 
and buildings associated 
with Newmarket’s horse¬ 
racing industry. 

Planning permission 
was refused last year 
and English Courtyard 
Developments lodged an 
appeal which is due to be 
heard by a Government- 
appointed planning 
inspector next month. 

The company also 
submitted a new, identi¬ 
cal, planning application 


with additional inform¬ 
ation from Jockey Club 
Estates stating that the 
paddock, formerly part 
of the Animal Health 
Trust’s equine research 
station, had not been 
used directly by the 
horseracing industry for 
more than 50 years. 

The council’s planners 
accepted the Jockey 
Club statement and 
argued that the horse¬ 
racing policy could not 
be used to refuse plan¬ 
ning permission.

Drug dealer who supplied 
friends given jail sentence 


DRUG dealer 
Robert Bewers 
has been jailed for 
three years after 
police seized 
crack cocaine and 
cocaine in a raid 
on his home.

when police sear¬ 
ched his home at 
Breckland Aven¬ 
ue, Lakenheath, 
Ipswich Crown 
Court was told.

Miss Eley said 
that Bewers told 
police he had been 
regularly supply¬ 
ing cocaine to five 
of his friends to 
help pay for his 
own £300 a week 
drug habit. 

At the time he 
was arrested Bew¬ 


ers said he was a 
cocaine addict 
who was living on 
JobSeekers Allow¬ 
ance. 

He said that 
some of the cash 
found by police 
had been savings 
for a holiday and 
some was from a 
tax credit paid to 
his then girl¬ 
friend. 

Neil McAulay, 
in mitigation, said 
Bewers had be¬ 
come involved in 
supplying drugs 
through naivety 

Since being 
arrested Bewers 
had not taken any 


illegal drugs and 
had obtained a job 
working as a 
labourer on a 
building site. 

Mr McAulay 
said Bewers had a 
number of health 
problems, inclu¬ 
ding diabetes and 
having suffered a 
stroke, which he 
had overcome to 
get a job. 

Jailing Bewers, 
Judge Goodin told 
him: “There is no 
doubt in my mind 
that you were a 
significant link in 
the onward chain 
of supply”

Housing scheme shot down 


PLANS to replace a single 
house with nine new ones 
have been rejected by 
council planners. 

The development was 
planned at the former 
home of record-breaking 
pilot Alex Henshaw, who 
died, aged 94, nearly a 
year ago. 

Mr Henshaw set an 
unbroken record in 1939 
when he flew a single- 
engined Percival Mew 
Gull from Gravesend to 
Capetown and back in 
just four days. 

During the Second 
World War he was a test 


pilot flying 2,300 Spitfires 
and 700 other types of 
aircraft. 

Now developers want to 
demolish his home in 
Fordham Road, New¬ 
market, to make way for 
new houses. 

But Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council has refused 
planning permission for 
six five-bed homes and 
three four-bed homes on 
the site of just under an 
acre. 

Swallow Mead Develop¬ 
ments, of Barton Mills, 
put forward the argument 
that a precedent had al¬ 


ready been set by the 
development of five new 
houses on a neighbouring 
plot. 

But the scheme, oppos¬ 
ed as “over development” 
by Newmarket Town 
Council, has been des¬ 
cribed as an “unaccept¬ 
able form of development 
out of keeping with the 
character of the area.” 

A district council 
planning officer also said 
the scheme was being 
rejected because it would 
mean the loss of mature 
trees which are covered 
by a preservation order.

AMAZING fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst is among a group of 
youngsters helping draw up 
plans for a children’s hospital 
in Cambridge. 

Liam, 12, is on a children’s board 
that allows young people with 
experience as patients to have a say 
on £80 million plans for a world-class 
children’s centre at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

The board, called ACTIVE (Adden¬ 
brooke’s Children and Teenagers’ 
Ideas and Venture Enterprise), has 28 
members aged eight to 18 and has 
already met twice. 

Liam, who has raised £135,000 for 
children’s cancer charity CLIC 
Sargent in the midst of his second 
battle against the disease, is putting 
forward his ideas on how staff should 
relate to young patients at the 
hospital. The Soham Village College 
pupil, who is full of praise for the 
care he has received on the children’s 
ward at Addenbrooke’s, is eager to 
see the new facility take shape. 

He said: “We are going to put our 
ideas into what the hospital should be 
like. Some people are thinking about 
how it should look and some people 
are thinking about how the doctors 
and nurses should treat children. 

“I am thinking about how doctors 
and nurses should speak to us. 
Sometimes, the way people speak to 
you - they treat you as a patient not 
as a person. But everyone at 
Addenbrooke’s is very nice and sup¬ 
portive.” 

There is one feature Liam is par¬ 
ticularly keen to see: “Blackout 
blinds, so you can actually get some 
sleep!” 

Liam, who lives in Soham, is mak¬ 
ing good progress after surgery at 
Addenbrooke’s to remove a tumour 
from his lung in December. He said: 
“Everything is going really well.” 

It is hoped the children’s hospital 
will rank alongside major children’s 
centres such as Great Ormond Street 
in London and Alder Hey in Liver¬ 
pool. Building work could begin by 
2010, with the first patients admitted 
in 2013. 

It would provide facilities for 
parents to stay overnight, and would 
cut stress for local families who could 
otherwise be forced to stay in other 
cities for long periods while their 
children receive specialist care.

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School meal provider 
is at starvation point 


SCHOOL meals subsidies from Government have 
been slashed in Cambridgeshire and the county’s 
meals provider faces a £1.3 million debt.

The revelation comes as 
Children’s Secretary Ed 
Balls announced a multi¬ 
million pound drive to train 
school dinner ladies how to 
cook healthier meals. 

Mr Balls said the School 
Food Trust would receive 
£21 million over the next 
three years to improve the 
quality of school dinners. 

But Cambridgeshire 
Catering Service (CCS) - a 
trading division of the 
county council which 
provides school meals - is 
expected to be £1,331,000 in 
debt by the end of the 
financial year. 

CCS has seen a significant 
reduction in the take-up of 
school meals since the con¬ 
troversy generated by TV 
chef Jamie Oliver’s national 
campaign against junk food 
three years ago in his series 
Jamie's School Dinners. 

The problems are com¬ 
pounded by the fact that 
Government cash provided 
to the county council for 
school meals is being cut, 
effectively reducing what it

can spend from 50p per pupil 
to 44p a head in the coming 
financial year. 

Cllr John Reynolds, 
cabinet member for cor¬ 
porate services, said: “There 
has been significant pres¬ 
sure on catering because of 
the need to respond to Jamie 
Oliver and other things. 

“They were all doing the 
right things - we are not 
complaining about that but 
it has created pressure. We 
have had to deal with that 
pressure and how we 
respond to the needs of 
young people and schools. 

“We want to make sure 
children eat healthier meals 
at school. 

“We all support that. But it 
has come at quite a cost.” 

CCS serves about 13,000 
school dinners daily and 
these cost pupils £1.85. 

A recovery plan has been 
drawn up to increase the 
primary school meal take-up 
from 31 per cent to 34.8 per 
cent by the end of 2008/09 to 
raise an extra £114,000 to 


reduce the current deficits. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The 50p to 44p reduction 
reflects the reduction in the 
amount of grant we are rec¬ 
eiving from Government 
next year. 

“It’s the Government’s 
cut, not the county council’s. 

“The county council is in 
fact increasing the amount 
of money it spends on school 
meals (on top of Govern¬ 
ment grant) by 7p from 53p 
per meal to 60p, yet we are 
increasing the price by only 
5p from £1.85 to £1.90.” 

The problems faced in 
Cambridgeshire come as Mr 
Balls launched the new 
school FEAST network of 
training centres for school 
cooks, backed by Govern¬ 
ment funding and public 
support from renowned 
chefs Raymond Blanc and 
Prue Leith. 

Mr Balls said: “School 
cooks are the heartbeat of 
our school food revolution - 
transforming lunches and 
children’s health. 

“They do highly skilled 
jobs, giving millions of 
children nutritious dinners 
every school day. 

“These centres and our 



continued funding means 
they can brush up their 
skills or learn new ones, so 
they can prepare meals for 
their whole schools from 
healthy, fresh ingredients.” 

Speaking at the launch 
Ms Leith, chairwoman of 
the School Food Trust, 


said: “School cooks play 
such a vital role in the 
health and well-being of 
our children. 

The school FEAST 
network will help provide 
them with the training and 
skills they need to 
progress.”

FORMER champion jockey 
Richard Dunwoody has 
completed a gruelling trek 
to the South Pole to help 
raise money for a horse¬ 
racing charity. 

Mr Dunwoody, 44, was due 
to return to Britain 
yesterday after completing 
the trek with American 
explorer Doug Stoup. 

They reached the Pole on 
January 18, following a 
course not attempted since 
Ernest Shackleton’s failed 
bid in 1914. 

The three-times champion 
National Hunt jockey was 
flying into Heathrow from 
Cape Town, South Africa, 
after waiting for two weeks 
for a flight from the 
Russian Antarctic base at 
Novo. 

Mr Dunwoody and Mr 
Stoup lost more than two 
stones in weight during 
their 680-mile expedition 
which took 48 days. 

Using skis, and pulling 
equipment and supplies on 
sledges that weighed 17 
stone at the start of the 


trek, they burned 8,000 
calories a day. 

A third team member, 
James Fox, was forced to 
abandon the expedition 
after 24 days, suffering 
from physical and mental 
exhaustion. 

Mr Dunwoody, who 
reached the Pole on his 
44th birthday, said: “This 
has been the hardest thing 
I have ever undertaken, 
with every day a 12-hour 
slog on skis and pulling 
cumbersome sleds that 
just seemed to get heavier 
as we got lighter. I am 
exhausted.” 

Mr Dunwoody used the 
expedition to raise money 
for charities Sparks, Spinal 
Research and Racing 
Welfare. 

He is a trustee of 
Newmarket-based Racing 
Welfare which provides 
housing and other support 
for people working in, or 
retired from, the racing 
industry. 

He was hoping to raise 
£50,000 for the charities.

Councils may 
face mergers

COUNCILS could 
be merged in a 
major shake-up of 
local government. 

The government has 
ordered a review of co¬ 
uncils in Suffolk which 
could mean that some - 
if not all of them - could 
be abolished and re¬ 
placed with new bodies 
which could perform all 
council functions. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which covers 
the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas, is the 
smallest of the seven 
district and borough 
councils in the county. 

Councillor Geoffrey 
Jaggard, the council 
leader, described the 
announcement of the 
review as “a bolt from 
the blue.” 

But he said it did not 
necessarily mean the 
end of Forest Heath. 

“It was a disappoint¬ 
ment to me that this 
review was announced 
because we had worked 
so hard on the Path-

finder bid for more part¬ 
nership working and 
shared services,” he 
said. 

“As I understand it 
that’s now dead in the 
water.” 

But he said that co¬ 
operation with other 
councils, such as neigh¬ 
bouring St Edmundsbury 
- which covers the Bury 
St Edmunds and Haver¬ 
hill areas - on rubbish 
collections and recycling 
would still continue. 


Cllr Jaggard said the 
issue would have to be 
debated by the council 
to decide what stance 
they wanted to take. 

“All I want is what’s 
best for the people of 
Forest Heath,” he said. 

“I personally favour 
something that is local 
to people living in this 
district. But we have got 
to do a heck of a lot of 
work to see what is 
best.” 

He said it was very 
frustrating that the 
council would now have 
to carry out extra work 
in connection with the 
review. 

Local Government 
Minister John Healey 
has said that all options 
are on the table includ¬ 
ing all-purpose unitary 
councils across the 
county. 

A report on the 
favoured options is 
expected to be sub¬ 
mitted by the end of the 
year and the new 
councils could be 
establish in two years - 
a year before the next 
district council elect¬ 
ions.

FORMER Grand Prix ace Kaj Laukkanen 
will lead Mildenhall into the new Premier 
League speedway season next month 
after being confirmed as the club’s final 
capture.
